NOTIFICATION BY THE WEST INDIA COTTON 
ASSOCIATION LTD., AHMED AB AD 

The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets 
Commission under Sub-section (1) of Section 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952, (74 of 
1 952) read with the Government of India, Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry Notification S.O. 1162 dated 
the 4th May I960, has been obtained to the following 
amendments made to the Bye-laws of the West India 
Cotton Association Ltd., Bombay. 

AMENDMENTS 

1, In Bye-law 27 ; 

(a) The following shall be added as new clause 

(4) : — 

“(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause 
(!) of this Bye-law, trading in Hed$e Contract shall not 
be permitted above Rs. 23 per 3 quintals below the ceil- 
ing price fixed by the Textile Commissioner for the 
basic cotton provided, however, that the aforesaid res- 
triction shall not apply during the delivery period, 

(b) The following shall be added as new clause 

(5) 

“(5) (i) No member of the Association shall trade 
in Gujarat Cotton Contract either on his own account 
or on account of any other person (member or non- 
member) with a non-member who is not registered with 
the Association in accordance with the procedure laid 
down by the Board with the prior concurrence of the 
Forward Markets Commission. 

(ii) A person who is registered with the Association 
as in (i) above, may be liable to be fined and to cancel- 
lation of his registration for any breach of the condi- 
tions of registration on his part. The outstanding busi- 
ness in excess of the limit prescribed under the bye- 
laws may be closed out in accordance with the terms 
ol closure fixed by the Board, if not reduced to the 
prescribed limit within seven days or within such period 
as may be extended by the Board with the approval of 
the Forward Markets Commission by the person con- 
cerned from the date of the Board’s Orders/’ 

If. In Bye-law 41 C ( i ) : 

For the words “trading by members, or upon the 
open position of members or controlled by members” 
the following words shall be substituted, namely : — 

trading by members or by registered non-mem- 
bers or upon the open position of members or con- 
trolled by members or upon the open position of 
registered non-members or controlled by registered 
non-members”.

III. In the Hedge Schedule for Gujarat Cotton Contract: 

In Column (2), in entry No. 2 against the standard 
description of M. G. Kalyan, for the words “of Suren- 
dranagar District”, the words “and Lakhtar taluka of 
Surcndranagar District”, shall be substituted. 

IV. The following new Bye-law shall be added as Bye- 
law 269 : 

"269 Bye-luw 27, 41(c) and the Hedge Schedule as 
amended above shall be applicable to May 1965 and 
subsequent deliveries of the Gujarat Cotton Contract 
and for purposes of trading in the G.C.C, August 1964 
delivery, bye-laws 27, 41(c) and the Hedge Schedule 
as they stood on the date of commencement of trading 
in the August 1964 delivery viz. 11th April 1964 shall 
apply”. 

In pursuance of proviso to Sub-section 4 of Section 
II of the said Act, the approval of the Secretary, For- 
ward Markets Commission has been obtained for dis- 
pensing with the condition of previous publication of 
the above amendments in the interest of the trade.
